The Town of Kinston was recently 
approved for a $600,000 grant and a 
$595,000 low-interest loan by USDA 
Rural Development The repayment 
period for the loan is 40 years, ut 4.5 
percent interest. These federal fund 
will be used to expand the existing 
water system and add 150 residential 
customers 

“Tam glad that USDA Rural 
Development was able to assist the 
Town of Kinston with the funds they 
needed to expand their water system 
to provide a safe, reliable source of 
water for additional households in 
Coffee. Geneva and Covington coun 
ties,” Payne said. “Infrastructure pro 
jects, like this, will help improve the 
quality of life for many rural resi 
dents.”

Each 
year, fire kills more Americans 
than all natural disasters com 
bined. In Alabama, the death rate 
per million was 32.2 people in

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$6.2 MILLION COMING TO COUNTY SOON

Surely, the Coffee County Com 
missioners didn't have record set 
ting on their mind Monday morn 
ing, but if they didn’t set a record 
for the shortest meeting, they came 
awful close. The regularly sched 
uled bi-monthly meeting lasted just 
over 13 minutes 

During the general business ses 
sion, Commissioner Linda West 
brook told commissioners that the 
USDA (United States Department 
of Agriculture) Rural Development 
has approved a $3,512 million loan 
and awarded a $2,675 grant to the 
Coffee County Water Authority, 
The formal presentation should be 
made within the next few weeks 
This almost $6.2 million will be 
used in getting Phase I of the 
Authority’s project to make safe 
water available to all the residents 
of rural Coffee County 

he authority expects the number 


roved for water authoritv 


of persons signing up for water to 
be sufficient to repay the loan. At 
present - should the numbers hold 
up - there will be a one time $25 
hook-up fee and a minimum 
monthly fee of $12.80 

Phase I of the project includes 
the southern portion of the county 
basically south of U. S. Highway 
84 reaching from the Curtis Com- 
munity in the West across to Bat 
tens Crossroads in the east. This 
phase includes the digging of two 
wells, construction of two water 
tanks and laying of water lines. 

In other related matters concern 
ing the Coffee County Water 
Authority, Jeff Cowan was appoint- 
ed to the board of directors replac- 
ing Leo Brown, and it was noted 
that Sen, Jimmy Holley had been 
instrumental in obtaining a $6,000 
grant from Goy., Don Siegelman, 
This money will be used to repay 
funds advanced to the Authority by 
the Commission for advertisement, 


Former chief real property appraiser 
for county found guilty of DUI 


Angela Byrd, former chief real 
property appraiser for Coffee 
County, finally had her day in 
court on the DUI and reckless dri- 
ving charges 

After seyeral hours of testimony, 
Byrd was found guilty of the DUI 
charge and fined $600 plus court 
cost. She was also sentenced to 30 
days in jail which was suspended 
by the judge. The reckless driving 
charge was dismissed. 

The cases were heard Monday 
morning by District Judge William 
G, Hightower, He was appointed 
to hear the cases after District 
Judge Steve Blair had recused 
himself, 

According to Byrd’s attorney 
Paul Young, the case will be 
appealed to the Circuit Court 
where he will ask for a jury trial. 


Byrd was arrested by a Coffee 
County Deputy Sheriff on March | 
and charged with DUI and reck- 
less driving. She had been 
observed by the deputy driving 
erratically on U.S. Hwy. 84 in and 
near New Brockton, The deputy 
stopped Byrd and after she failed a 
field sobriety test administered by 
an Alabama State Trooper, she was 
arrested, 

In the March 14th meeting of 
the Coffee County Commission, 
Ms. Byrd was terminated. She had 
failed to pass drug tests adminis- 
tered by both her employer (the 
county) and law enforcement. 
Marijuana was among the drugs 
Ms. Byrd tested positive for in 
both tests. The case had previously 
been scheduled for trial on July 
19th, July 31st, and Aug. 14th. 


Charles B. Cole elected 
Mayor of New Brockton 


Charles B, Cole was elected 
Mayor of New Brockton in a hard 
worked race with the help of many 
fine folks, friends and families. 
Cole said he was pleased with the 
wide range of support by citizens 
across the community as he went 
door-to-door during the campaign.

“lam here to serve New Brockton 
because I love this town and have 
lived here all my life.” 

He said he wanted to personally 
thank Mayor Britt Lee and the 
members of the New Brockton 
Town Council for having worked 
together in the past administration, 
and he eagerly looks forward for 
starting fresh out of the chute on 
October 1, 2000 with the new term 
of office. 

Cole said he felt especially hum 
bled by the confidence that the yot- 
ers have shown in him, “This 
speaks well for the Town of New 
Brockton and Coffee County,” he 
said, “I’m very proud and apprecia 
live of my hero and roll model - my 
father Vester Cole and my mother 
for such 4 good, strong God fearing 
foundation 

“My great-grandparents, Jordan 


and Annis Smith McGowan, were 
one of the first families to help set- 
tle New Brockton in the 1870s. I 
feel that they are honored and very 
proud of New Brockton with the 
election of their great-grandson,” 
he said, “My feelings for this town 
run deep, and I want to help make 
everyone proud of New Brockton 
and it’s commitment to grow with 
new ideas and better changes in the 
21st Century.” 

Cole wants to take time to sit 
down and talk with everyone and 
gel some good ideas on the things 
that folks will support and try to 
improve the quality of life for the 
Town, 

“The bottom line is, | am here 
to serve and work for all the peo- 
ple of New Brockton,” Cole said 
He emphasized that he really 
appreciated the warmth and 
friendliness that the folks of New 
Brockton have shown during the 
recent Campaign, 

Cole is firmly committed to 
working On the major issues and 
topics of his campaign themes but 
stressed that it’s going to take 
everyone working together to get 
the best results 
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printing and travel expenses 

With no new or old business on 
the agenda, commissioners heard 
from County Engineer Randy Tin 
dell. He had only three items which 
he presented to the commission for 
action. 

First, he requested that bid 
requests be sent out for pipe which 
is larger than the normal size cov- 
ered in the annual bid. Second, he 
asked that he be allowed to send 
out annual bids for items such as 
rock, road signs, asphalt, herbi- 
cides, etc, for Fiscal Year 2001. The 
present bids will expire on Sep- 
tember 30 

Finally, Tindell asked that he be 
allowed to divert FY 2001 federal 
aid funds originally set to be used 
in resurfacing Co, Rds. 321 and 
460 to be used to resurface Co. 
Rds, 533, 617 and a portion of 110. 
Tindell explained that “extra” fed- 
eral aid funds had just recently 
been received, and they were used 
to fund the 312 and 460 project. 
This freed up the originally budget- 
ed FY 2001 funds to be used else- 
where. 

The commission approved all 
three of Tindell’s requests by pass 
ing resolutions to that effect, 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
made several requests in connec- 
tion with the start-up of the Ino 
Senior Citizens Center. He asked 
that the commission adyance 
$5,000 to the Ino Center for the 
purpose of purchasing several items 
needed to start operating - stove, 
refrigerator, etc. Stephens also 
asked that the county maintenance 
department be allowed to assist in 
any preparation work needed in that 
Start-up. 

The commission agreed to sign a 
lease agreement with the Ino Volun- 
teer Fire Department for the use of 
the recreation room located in the 
fire station to be used as the Senior 
Citizens Center - at no cost! Com- 
missioners also approved the use of 
an “abandoned” car in the highway 
department lot for the purpose of 
delivering meals to the home- 
bound. 

The commissioners also 
approved the hiring of Betty Ward 
as the manager of the Ino Center, 
Tentative plans call for the center to 
open October |, 

The next meeting of the commis- 
sion will be Monday, September | 1, 
at 9 a.m. in the Community Room 
located in the County Complex in 
New Brockton.

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The Elba City Council held a 
brief meeting Monday evening, 
made three board appointments, 
paid the monthly bills and received 
the mayor’s budget proposal for the 
fiscal year 2000-2001, beginning 
Mectober Ist. 

Council members were also told 
that Sam Grimes will be retiring 
as Animal Control Officer on 
Thursday. Police Chief R. W. 
Whitworth invited council mem- 
bers to a reception at the police 
department on Thursday afternoon 
from 2 until 3 p.m. 

Van McCall and Kenneth Cal- 
houn were appointed to six year 
terms on the Elba Planning and 
Zoning Board. Lynn Baker was 
appointed to a three year term on 
the Elba Board of Adjustments. All 
votes were unanimous. 

Mayor Grimes said there were 
two more board appointments com- 
ing up soon, but he was not pre- 
pared to make recommendations at 
this time. 

The council also approved a cost 
of living increase for retirees in line 
with recommendations made at the 
state level. There are presently six 
former employees drawing retire- 
ment, and the cost of this increase 
to the City will be $157.12 a 
month, 

The proposed budget for the 
coming year has been prepared, and 
copies were given to council mem- 
bers for review. They will vote on 
the package at the next council 
meeting. Jt includes an anticipated 
revenue increase of $165,000.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE BANOURT The Elba Chamber of 
Commerce will be holding it’s annual banquet on the evening of Sept 
28. The Elba High School commons area will be the site of the banquet, 
and it is scheduled to begin at 6:30 p.m 
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There is no across the board pay 
raise for city employees, but merit 
raises will be continued where war- 
ranted, The mayor is also recom- 
mending a longevity bonus pay 
plan to reward long time employees 
for staying on the job. Grimes said 
that all but 12 present employees 
would qualify for at least the five 
year bonus. This bonus plan is to 


also replace the $75 one time pay 
raise voted on annually for employ- 
ees at Christmas time 

Increases in the budget categories 
are limited to Police Department 
and Recreation Department. 

Grimes said a record number of 
Elba citizens are involved in Recre- 
ation and as the program expands, 
it takes more money to operate. 


Elba man drowns in swimming pool 


An Elba man found floating in 
his swimming pool early Saturday 
afternoon was apparently a victim 
of drowning. 

Elba police and emergency med- 
ical personnel responded to an E- 
911 call received at police head- 
quarters reporting an unconscious 
man floating in an above-ground 
swimming pool. Coffee County 
EMS was dispatched at 1:19 p.m, 
to 871 Cedar Lane Drive and 
arrived shortly thereafter, 

Jimmie Lynn Hamilton Jr., age 
43, was found in an approximately 
4 ft. deep above-ground pool. 
Attempts to revive him on the 
scene were unsuccessful. He was 
immediately transported to Elba 
General Hospital where attempts to 
revive him there also failed. He 
was pronounced dead on arrival. 


According to reports, the victim’s 
wife arrived home shortly after | 
p.m, from a church group outing, 
and upon looking for her husband, 
she discovered him floating in the 
pool, She told authorities that when 
her attempts to get him out of the 
pool failed, she immediately dialed 
911. When help arrived, Hamilton 
was still in the pool but was near 
the side. 

Mr. Hamilton’s body was taken 
by the Alabama Department of 
Forensic Sciences to the Dothan 
Lab where an autopsy was per- 
formed Monday morning. Prelimi- 
nary results of that autopsy 
revealed that Hamilton had drown. 

The incident was investigated by 
Elba Police Investigator Johnny P. 
Senn and Coffee County Coroner 
Marvin McILwain 


More drug arrests made in

None 
of us is ever ready to give up loved ones but can only partially imag 
ine the horrid suffering of a person who has to give up one of their 
children. It is always assumed that the child will bury the parent and 
there is a lot of pain associated with this, but it is obviously almost 
beyond human endurance to give up a child. Those of us who 
haven't experienced such a loss probably don’t really grasp or under- 
stand what goes on in the mind and heart of parents who have to 
bury their child. The best these heartbroken mothers and daddys can 
ever expect is to learn how to live with the everyday pain for the rest 
of their lives. Ideally, all of these parents eventually come to accept 
that God had a better plan for their child. 


All the forest fires out West are destroying many, many thousands of 
trees. The folks in charge are talking of weeks and months of work 
before the fires are out. This means many, many more trees, barns 
and homes will burn this year. It is a good idea that Army and 
Marine troops are jumping in to help in the effort to put out the dey- 
astating fires. We are, however, concerned that it is taking a couple 
of weeks to get the troops from their base to the fire scenes. Modern 
armies are supposed to be able to move on a moments notice, but 
then understanding the fighting of big fires and moving military 
units around the world are not two of the things on our experience 
resume.

Alabama State Troopers predict 
11 people will die during holiday 


The Labor Day holiday marks 
the last warm-weather holiday travy- 
el period of the year, and state 
troopers expect traffic to be heavy 
They urge all motorists to drive 
with caution, using safety belts, 
securing children in child safety 
seats and obeying speed limits and 
all traffic laws, 

During the holiday travel period, 
state troopers, sheriffs and police 
departments statewide will empha- 
size enforcement of the state’s safe- 
ty belt and child restraint laws dur 
ing patrols and checkpoints. 

Goy. Don Siegelman urged all 
motorists to drive with caution on 
Alabama’s busy roadways during 
the long Labor Day weekend. 

“During this holiday weekend 
and always, I ask all Alabamians to 
buckle up and drive safely,” Siegel- 
man said, “For the safety of our cit- 
izens, | advise motorists to drive 
carefully, to use safety belts and to 
make sure children are properly 
secured in safety belts.” 

Col]. James Alexander, director of 
the Alabama Department of Public 
Safety, said that troopers hope to 
encourage sate travel and increase 
safety belt use during the holiday 
period through strict enforcement 
of the state’s safety belt and child 
restraint laws. 

Federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit, DUI, safety belt and 
child restraint enforcement will 
allow an increase in trooper pres- 
ence throughout the holiday period. 
Aerial speed enforcement also is 


planned as part of troopers’ speed 
limit enforcement activity in select 
ed areas. 

The Department of Public Safety 
estimates 1] people will be killed 
in traffic wrecks during the 78-hour 
Labor Day travel period that begins 
at 6 p.m. Friday. Sept. 1, and ends 
at midnight Monday, Sept. 4. 

In 1999, nine people died as a 
result of traffic wrecks during the 
78-hour Labor Day holiday period, 
six on rural roads and three in 
urban areas. At least two of the 
deaths were alcohol related. Five of 
the wreck victims were not using 
safety belts. 

Alabama’s safety belt law 
requires front seat occupants to 
buckle up. The child 
restraint law requires an approved 
child safety seat for child passen- 
gers through age three in front and 
back seats; a child safety seat or 
regular safety belt is required for 
four- and five-year-olds. 

Troopers will concentrate patrols 
on heavily traveled vacation and 
beach routes, including interstate 
highways, and U. S. 231 and 331 
south of Montgomery, in an effort 
to reduce speeding and aggressive 
driving.

\labama’s wildlife probably utilizes acorns more 
than any other food source, In the past, landowners and 
hunting leaseholders would have to wait 25 to 30 years 
for native oaks to mature enough to produce a decent 
yield of acorns. But a relatively new arrival from Asia 
has cut the waiting time down to 5 to 7 years. The 
Sawtooth oak is widely adapted to the southern United 
States. It grows ata rapid rate when cared for properly 
and begins setting nuts in the fifth or sixth growing 
season 

Acorns from the Sawtooth oak are large like those 
from the native white oak that deer are so fond of 
Sawtooth nuts fall earlier than most native varieties, 
usually in late September and early October, Bow 
hunters find a Sawtooh grove to be a virtual magnet to 
Whitetails during the early days of bow season 

Most nurseries.offer sawtooth seedlings as 1-year 
old transplants that are sold in containers or in bare 
root bundles. They should be planted 25 feet apart in 
rows that are 20 to 25 feet apart. Some nurseries rec- 
ommend plantings 15 feet apart in the row and rows 
only 15 feet apart. This will give larger yields of nuts 
in the early producing years, but the trees may have to 
be thinned if they begin to crowd each other 
planted in standing timber and even around the shaded 
edge where open and woodland meet will be poor 
acorn producers. They should be planted where they 
can receive sunlight morning and evening. Small

One of the oldest communities in 
Coffee County was established as a 
settlement in the mid 1830s when 
then a part of Dale County. Victoria 
located 12 miles north of Elba on 
Highway 125, has not always been 
known as Victoria. It has undergone a 
metamorphous of name changing 
from Smut Eye to Buzbeeville, again 
to Smut Eye and finally Victoria. A 
Post Office was established using the 
name Smut Eye in 1850, changed to 
Buzbeeville in 1853, and to Victoria 
in 1868, For a number of years the 
Smut Eye name lingered much to the 
chagrin of the affluent Winslow fam 
ily who thought the name tacky and 
unsophisticated, Victoria Winslow 
daughter of prominent pioneer citizen 
Elisha Winslow, wanted the commu 
nity to have a more dignified name 
Reportedly some of the young men 
of the community motivated by a 
desire to gain favor with Miss 
Winslow, suggested the name be 
changed to Victoria in her honor, Old 
traditions die slowly, however, and 
for 50 years later the community was 
still being called “Smut Eye.” 

The 1860 Census of Coffee Coun 
ty reflects the affluent Winslow fami 
ly as residents of Buzbeeville. Elisha 
Winslow, age 62, a farmer born in 
Georgia who first migrated to Florida 
and then to Alabama, was apparently 
widowed with five children: Marion 
age 22, Franklin 22, Victoria 20, 
George 4 and Fanny 3. Elisha had 
real estate valued at $4,200 and per- 
sonal estate at $26,650 reflecting his 
Status as a wealthy man of his day 
Victoria Winslow, highly educated 
and an accomplished pianist often 
demonstrated her musical skills in 
social events for the community 

There are many stories regarding 


the origin of the name Smut Eve 
One such story suggest that men 
gathered around an open fire to warn 


their hands in cold weather and 


would end up with soot around their 


face and eyes thus creating a “Smut 


Eye” appearance. Another story sug 
gest that it became a meeting place 
for young men to congregate and 
ingest distilled spirits which led to 
arguments, fights

Another type of school featured 
during the 1940s at Victoria and 
remembered quite well by those pris 
ileped to attend was the Victoria 
Singing School taught by Mrs. Mitt 
lindol for 2 weeks each summer 
rhose attending will remember 
‘Miss. Mitt,” as she was called, tap 
ping a student on the head with het 
baton if they were not paying atten 
tion, pacing the floor waving her 
baton and beaming a broad smile that 
reflected a deep sense of personal 
ilistaction as she shouted “sing chil 
dren sing.” This author attended at 
least five of these wonderful and 
memorable singing schools, 

The Victoria Community during 
early years was well served by 
skilled Medical Doctors. Dr. W. A 
lreadwell was one of the first of his 
profession to locate in this area and 
established his practice at Victoria 
during the 1850s. He died in 1888 
and is buried in the Victoria Ceme- 
tery. Dr, W. H. Crook, born and 
raised in Loundes County, came to 
Victoria and practiced medicine at 
Victoria from about 1890 until 
shortly before his death in 1934, He 
was also an active member and offi 
cer of the Masonie Lodge at Victo 
ria. Dr. Crook is buried in the Victo 
ria Cemetery. Dr. Marian A. Folsom 
and Dr. Eugene Bragg covered 
another 30 plus years during the 
first half of the 20th century. Dr. 
Folsom died from injuries received 
in an automobile accident in 1944, 
he is buried in the Victoria Ceme- 
tery. Dr. Bragg’s practice coexisted 
at the same time of Dr. Folsom. 
They lived about 200 yards from 
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each other in the center of Vietor 
but maintained separate practic 
Dr. Bragg later moved his practic 
to Elba where he died in 1955 and 
is buried in Evergreen (¢ 
Dr. William F. Johnston is noted on 
the 1860 Coffee County Census in 
the Buzbeeville/Victoria Precinct 
We know little of his family back 
ground other than census data. It i 
believed that his practice was in the 
New Hope Community. It should bi 
noted that Dr. W. H. Crook had a 
(Dr W.R Crook, 
deceased) and a grandson (Dr. Don 
ald Crook), who practiced medicine 
in Elba for many years. Dr, Donald 
Crook is now retired and living in 
Elba 

Phe Victoria Community ha 
been well represented by its patriot 
ic sons during the Civil War, World 
War |, 11, the Korean and Vietnam 
Conflicts. All have served with 
honor, many that served did not sur 
vive, others returned with disabling 
injuries. 

Victoria survives today as a thriy 
ing community with descendants of 
many of the early pioneer families 
sull living there. They are joined by 
a younger generation of families 
drawn to the area by industry and 
the large military installation, Ft 
Rucker, What was for many years a 
farming community is today com 
posed of families living in the coun 
try but working in the various cities 
of Coffee County, It is, however, 
the early pioneers whom we wish to 
salute as hard working men of char 
acter, farming families who labored 
with diligence, perseverance and 
tenacity under difficult circum 
stances to build a great community 
To those that made this possible.
